Reducing Refractory Ore*. 


The hydro-sulpho or caching-pro- 


cess, for tho reduction of silver ores, 
is becoming very popular in Lower 
California and 
Northern 
Mexico, 


where it has tieen lately introduced. 
Tho process is best adapted to ores 
abounding in sulphur.

crushed dry, and only requires to be 
fin« enough to pass through a screen 
of 20 to 30 meshes to the inch.
